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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

In an endoscopic imaging system, a signal 
representing an object image produced by a scope and 
projected by a camera head is processed by a CCU and 
displayed as an endoscopic image on a TV monitor. The 
object image is stored as digital image data on a memory 
in the CCU, read as image data of a still image, and 
recorded on a PC card mounted in a PC card slot. The PC 
card slot is formed in the front panel or the like of the 
CCU. A lid member or the like functioning as an anti- 
liquid invasion member and shield can be located at an 
opening of the slot.
